The fight is 
getting Interesting now and charges 
of being bought and sold are freely 
hurled back and forth. 


“ Natienal Teacher’s Monthly.” 
A. S. B a r n e s &Co., the enteprisiug 
New York publishers, have issued a 
sample copy of an educational journal 
with the above title. The name of this 
firm is a guarantee thát the work, me­ 
chanically and typographically, will 
be all that can be desired. To J. 11a- 
HONY,who acquired a national reputa­ 
tion as the editor of the Chicago 
Teacher, “ the spiciest of educational 
journals,” has been committed the 
editorial management, with the single 
instruction, ‘‘Be sure you’re right; 
then go ahead.” In his salutation, 
Mr. M a h o n y gives a list of subjects, 
embracing almost every question now 
in agitation in educational circles, and 
declares that upon all these “ the 
Monthly will have decided opinions.” 
If we are to judge from this sample 
copy, one leading object will be to ad­ 
vocate the establishment of a National 
University. Of seven editorials, six 
reier uirecuy 10 mis subject. 1'Ue book 
reviews are discriminating and fear­ 
less. The Monthly will undoubtedly 
have a very large circulation, aud will 
at once become an acknowledged 
power in the advocacy of public 
schools. Terms, one dollar per annum. 
Any one sending seventy-five cents 
before the first of January will receive 
the first volume. 


Those Dispatches. 
Our little evening cotemporary has 
a good deal to say about its tele­ 
graphic news. For the sake of the 
readers of that paper, we really wish 
it could furnish them with the latest 
dates by telegraph; but it does not, 
and it is due to the publishers of the 
Express to say that it is not their 
fault. No paper not a member of the 
Associated Press, taking dispatches of 
the Western Union, can furnish its 
readers with the latest telegraph. The 
California Associated Press is com­ 
posed of the San Francisco Bulletin 
aud Call aud the Sacramento Union, 
and this Associated Press will not per­ 
mit the telegraph company to send 
Eastern dispatches to any other papers 
until alter they have appeared in their 
own columns. This is the reason that 
the Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph 
Company’s dispatches, which are fur­ 
nished by the American News Associ­ 
ation, supercede the Western Union 
dispatches everywhere in the interior 
wherever the Atlantic and Pacific 
wires are in operation. Patrons of tlie 
American News Company receive 
their reports all over the Estate at the 
same time they are received in San 
Francisco. As soon as the At'antic 
and Pacific wires reach this city, 
which will be in a few months, the 
Hi r a l d will receive and print the 
same dispatches the sutne moruing 
with the San Francisco papers. No 
interior paper taking dispatches from 
the Western Union can do this, and 
as fast as the Atlantic aud Pacific 
wires reacli tlie cities and towns of 
Southern California, the newspapers 
will be compelled to abandon the 
Western Union lines for the late ami 
fresh American Press Association dis­ 
patches, sent over the new wires. 
Thera is still another serious objection 
to the dispatches sent to Southern Cal­ 
ifornia by the Western Union Tel- 
graph Company. They contain neither 
rhyme or reason, sense or news. 
The reporter who compiles them is 
either too ignorant or too lnzy to send 
the news. Borne BOO or 500 words per 
day are sent to the journals of the 
South, and a sufficient number of 
paragraphs to make up the quota are 
cut indiscriminately from the mass of 
telegraphic news and handed to the 
operator who sends the copy furnished. 
But for the Bulletin which usually ar­ 


rives here in tile m orning w ith the 
same dates the Bxprcus prints in the 
evening, one would never know what, 
how or where an accident or event 
had transpired of which a fragment of 
detail was mentioned in those “dis­ 
patches. To illustrate, the first and 
only news we received by telegraph of 
the great flood disaster in Pittsburg 
some months ago, was that “several 
bodies had been found.” 
For what 
haddriventhc life from those bodies 
we lad to consult the telegraphic col­ 
umns of the Ban Francisco Bulletin. 
The first news the telegraph sent of 
the Vicksburg riots was that so many 
negroes had been killed; why they 
were killed and who killed them we 
leaned from the Bulletin. Never a 
lineol the Presidents Message came 
ovcrthe wires to this place, and if ever 
a line of that document has appeared 
in the Express it has escaped onr ob­ 
servation. The fact will be substan­ 
tiated by the newspaper readers of Los 
Angeles valley that the H e r a l d pub­ 
lishes an average of three time as 
much telegraphic news as the Express. 
We are sorry that it cannot get late 
and intelligible dispatches, but it can­ 
not be done over the Western Union 
lines until the Associated Press mo­ 
nopoly is broken up. The H e r a l d 
paid many hundred dollars to learn 
this fact. When tlie new line reaches 
1 his city both the H e r a l d and Ex­ 
press will furnish their readers witli 
the latest news. Until that time we 
must rely on tlie San Francisco Bulle­ 
tin.

D e a r S i r : Allow me a little space 
in your paper to illustrate the purpose 
of the school exhibition, which is to 
take place on Thursday, December 
17th. 
It is already known that tbe 
money realized by tbe affair is to be 
used for the acquisition of such appar­ 
atus which the city is not by law com­ 
pelled to furnish the public schools. 
I had the pleasure of seeing an in­ 
voice of physiological apparatus or­ 
dered by Dr. Lucky, and which have 
been imported from Germany. 
They 
consist of the most important organs 
of the hum an body, as eye, ear, heart, 
lungs, liver, brain, arms, fingers, legs, 
etc., etc. 
The different parts are 
neatly prepared of gypsum, colored to 
show the relative functions of those or­ 
gans; in fact, they are sufficient for a 
fair demonstration of phy.-iology as 
well as anatomy. 
Many of the readers m ay perhaps 
th in k it unnecessary to teach those 
sciences in our schools, as in former 
days they were only taught to medical 
students, but they are m istaken; they 
are as necessary as almost any of the 
elem entary branches of study. 
W hy 
should our children be instructed in 
the topography of the earth und the 
heavens without knowing the topo­ 
graphy of themselves? 
W hy should 
they be acquainted with the functions 
of everything else without Knowing 
the functions of their own bodily o r ­ 
gans? 
Had those sciences hut been 
taught in public schools twenty years 
ago, people could now-a-days no more 
be humbugged by an arm y of quack 
doctors, which is by no means rare 
yet, even am ong the intelligent class. 
The apparatus will be a great addi­ 
tion to our schools, of which we can 
be proud of being am ong the best in 
the State. The bill of invoice amounts 
to about $150, wbicli sum is expected 
to he realized by the coming school 
exhibition; and this should be astim - 
ulous to everybody to go there, more 
particularly so, as the exercises of the 
pupils will give ample satisfaction to 
tiie audience.

Compositions. 


One of the m any different ways in 
which composition can be made in­ 
structive and interesting to young 
pupils is a description of some suitable 
picture, bunch of llowers or any sim i­ 
lar object. Let the teacher select some 
picture suited to the capacity of the 
class, hold it before them, asking them 
to notice carefully all they can see, 
and he ready to tell w hat they can 
about it when you ask for information. 
As soon as you think they have had 
sufficient time for observation, hear 
w hat they may have to say upon the 
subject. 
Do not think when one has 
described any particular portion of it 
th a t that is the only tiling necessary. 
H ave different ones give their version 
of it, thereby getting as m any original 
ideas as possible, and compare one 
v ith another. Oflen when a pupil has 
described any particular portion or 
expressed au opinion, ask why lie 
thinks as he does, thus exercising the 
power of reasoning more than would 
otherwise be done. 
After the picture has been fully de­ 
scribed, have a sum m ary; then give 
the pupils a certain time in which to 
reproduce tiie given description, or in 
other words, write a composition about 
the picture. 
W hen they have fin­ 
ished require them toread; then criti­ 
cise their writing, spelling, capitals, 
punctuation, arrangement, etc. 
If it 
is not. desirable to have all the class 
write at once, let a portion write and 
the rest have some exercise in oral 
language until the others have finished 
writing. 
W ith a little good m anagem ent and 
skill on the part of the teacher, con­ 
siderable enthusiasm will be m an i­ 
fested by the pupils. 
They are not only being taught how 
to express their thoughts correctly, 
but their different faculties are being 
cultivated to a greater or less extent, 
especially the power of observation, 
and we may very often appeal to their 
sesthetical nature, thereby cultivating 
a taste for the beautiful.

Over his desk is, “ Time unimproved 
is lost forever;” over the clock, “Tick, 
tick; tempuH f u g i t and in other 
places, 
“ Diligence brings success;” 
“ Study, study, study—perseverance 
conquers;” 
“ Sleepy - heads ! 
W ake 
up!” “ Idlers are failures; w orkeisaie 
winners.” 
O ther teachers m ight imi­ 
tate this example with pleasure to 
themselves and profit to their pupils.

Bullard, StilUon, Gilkyson and Nourse 
a franchise to supply the town \yith 
water and gas for twenty-five years. 
The gas company is to commence 
within six m ouths and finish within 
one year; tbe water company is to 
commence in 60 days anil finish in 
uine months.
